Town Manager, Adam Chapdelaine, gave an update on the Mystic River clean-up emergency. 

He thanked all Town employees who responded to the scene and in particular, the Fire, Police 
and Public Works Departments. Also, he mentioned the recent house fire on Webster Street and 
the emergency on Sunday, June 2nd, when three poles and wires came down in the wind storm 
at the corner of Grove St. and Mass. Avenue.

2. Approval: Department of Housing and Community Development Submission, Arlington 360 
Laura Wiener, Planning and Community Development 

The Local Initiative Program is a state housing initiative administered bythe Department 
of Housing and Community Development to encourage communities to produce affordable housing for low and 
moderate income households. Arlington 360 is a 164 unit rental apartment community. There are twenty-six(26) 
affordable apartments available to households with incomes at or below 80% of area median income. Nine (9) 
middle-income apartments are available to households with income below 120% of area median income. The 
apartments maybe converted to condominiums. The date of conversion is unknown but eligible tenants in the units 
will be given the first opportunity to purchase their units at affordable or middle-income prices.

5. Appointments: Zoning Board of Appeals 
Daniel J. Dunn, Chair 

Mr. Dunn recommended reappointing Paul Maloyto the ZBA. 

Mr. Curro moved approval of reappointment. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Dunn stated he was recommending Roger Dupont to a three yearterm, expiring October, 2015, and he was not 
recommending Joseph Tulimieri. Mr. Dunn stated his decision was based on the memo he received from one of 
Mr. Tulimieri's former employees. Mr. Dunn feels that Mr. Tulimieri made several errors in judgment that were 
unethical in nature and he cannot support his reappointment. Mr. Curro stated that he agreed with Mr. Dunn and 
feels the Board is charged with making theses appointments to have fiduciary responsibility. Mr. Curro also agreed 
with Mr. Dunn that events that happen outside Arlington are relevant to this question. 

Mr. Greeley stated that he disagreed and, in his opinion, those are issues in Cambridge that are 
being dealt with by the legal system. Mr. Greeley stated that we are his employer here and that 
is what we're looking at. He has not seen any unethical behavior here. 

Mr. Byrne stated that not to reappoint Mr. Tulimieri could discourage others from volunteering for Town service. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that even Selectmen must win re-election and are not guaranteed it. 

Mr. Curro moved approval of Roger Dupont's appointment to a three-year 

term. SO VOTED (3-2) 

Mr. Greeley and Mr. Byrne 
voted in the negative. 

The following Arlington residents spoke in the negative about Mr. Tulimieri's reappointment: 

John Belskis, 196 Wollaston Avenue stated he is greatly bothered bythe way Mr. Tulimieri ran the ZBAmeetings. 
He felt that Mr. Tulimieri favors the developer and not the 
citizens that are participating 

Elise Fiore, 58 Mott Street, stated she thinks it would be an embarrassment to the Town if 
Mr. Tulimieri is reappointed now that we know all these things regarding the Cambridge Re- 
Development Authority. 

Mary Margaret Franclemont, 157 Medford Street, stated she does notfeel Mr. Tulimieri is 
ethical and has been appalled at the way he ran ZBAmeetings. Also, she feels very strongly that 
all ZBAmeetings should be recorded or taped.

Mr. Curro described a visit to the applicant's location and shared photographs of the location. He articulated 
concerns regarding the granting ofa perm it for four tables, due to the proximity ofa public bike rack and its impact 
on pedestrian traffic. Mr. Curro did, however, state that he had no objection to the granting ofa permit for three 
tables, as long as they are arranged in such a manner as to minimize pedestrian impacts. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval for Capital Creamery to have four outside tables with 

chairs. SO VOTED (3-2) 

Mr. Curro and Mrs. Mahon voted in the negative.

Mrs. Mahon requested Town Manager for a follow-up on the July 11th, 2008 letter from Gregory W. Sullivan, 
Inspector General, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, regarding the Land Valuation - Minuteman Village. She 
would like a copyof Town of Arlington's response. 

Mrs. Mahon thanked the Fire Dept, Police Dept., Public Works Dept, and Tree Dept, 
for responding to three emergencysituations over the lastfive days. She is very proud 
of all Town employees. Also, she was very impressed with the volunteers who helped atthe 
scene on Friday. 

Mr. Curro stated he was looking forward to Friday night and announced to the audience 
that Mrs. Fiore will also be singing with the Selectones. 

Mr. Byrne stated he was looking forward to Friday night and is very impressed with our 
Town Manager Adam Chapdelaine as a singer. 

Mr. Byrne stated he, Mrs. Mahon and Mrs. Krepelka attended the Special Needs Banquet 
on Friday night. He had a wonderful time and it was quite an enjoyable night. 

On Saturday, June 1st he attended the 1st meeting of the Public Sessions ofthe Master 

Plan Committee at Arlington Senior High School. He stated about70 people attended and
